HOW far, and by what extent of force, 
our commerce can and ought to be protect- 
ed ; what naval force is adequate to the de- 
fence of our line of coast, and particularly 
our more important ports ; what should be 
the disposition of an American navy, at 
home or abroad, as convoys, or as guarda 
coastas, are interesting questions, merit- 
ing discussion at large by men of;naval skill 
and of political science. venee protec- 
tion, by direct means, might be impractica- 
ble, a general system of convoying, it might 
be vain for the present to attempt: but 
there are certain channels for trade most 
important for the profits of commerce, and 
most exposed to depredations, to which this 
species of protection might be usciully ap- 
plied. There are certain foreign’ stations 
also, where the aid of ships of war would 
be sensibly felt. At home, however, in the 
approaches toour commercial cities, where 
piunderers lie in wait at those focal points 
of our commerce, where every hour oliers 
aprize, a nayal protection would find its 
principal theatre. 

But a very important tho’ more remote 
view in which a navy would contribute to 
the national defence, is in the case of war 
‘ andinvasion. Some may vainly imagine 
. that the wars that desolate the rest of the 

world will never reach us; that we shail 
» ever enjoy a halcyon summer ef peace ; 
and itis upon his visionary.caleulation a- 
Jone, that any one can seriously deny the 
necessity of a navy. It is, on the other 
hand, upor the probability of future war, 
that sound practical statesmen ever have 
contended, and still contend for a naval 
force, as the great, natural and sure defence 
af the United States. Such men rely for 
security upon active efficieit instruments ; 
our theorists and temporising politicians, on 
the contrary, rely, in the first place, upon a 
mere ¢circumstance, the remoteness of our 
Situation, and in the next place, upon the 
native energies of the country. Gur re- 
mote situation is indeed among the choicest 
features of our good fortune; not however 
' because we are out of the reach of hostile 
* ambition and foreign enterprise ; but be- 

cause large armaments and cistinct expe- 
ditions are carried on under many disad- 
vantages, and are exposed to great risks ; 
and because, by means of a naval fur «. We 
may most easily avail ourselves of all those 
disadvantages. It is neta fortified coast, 
that can bar adescent. The whole revenues 
of ah. empire expended in fortifications, 

would not render so extensive a coast im- 

pregnable to invasion.. It isthat moveable 

bulwark, a naval force, on which we must 
chiefly rely to annoy, to check, and discom- 
ft an invading enemy. 


: 


‘This is the richt 
arian of our defence, the first to strike and 
- the surest. Withdit a navy, the remote- 
hess of our situation is indeed something, 
With anavy itis every thing. Let us stip- 
Pose @ case somewhat probeble in itself, and 
perhaps not very remote, that ihe conquer- 
or of contincutal Europe, the ally of our 








natural enemy, Spain, should close his 
present European career by a peace with 
Great-Britain; let us suppose that, sated 
with conquests at home, but thirsting for 
colonies abroad, he should choose to resume 
his grant of Louisiana and establish there, 


with the addition of Florida and Cuba, a 


powerful Vice-royalty streching from St. 
Augustine to the mines of New-Mexico ; 
or suppose any more simple case of seri- 
ous collision in this quarter, so justly to be 
expected, between one power determined 
to extend itself, and another anxious to pre- 
serve its territories; what then would be 
the species of defence on which we might 
best rely? The question admits of on 
easy answer from any one who reilecis 
upon the comparative -churacter oi 
France as anaval power and the irresista- 
ble force of her armies ; who reflects upon 
the difficulties of transporting large armies 
across an ocean, and the true means of a- 
vailing ourselves of those difficulties. But 
it is far from my design to enter into par- 
ticular arguments, or to advocate specific 
measures. It is hoped that the ali-import- 
ant subject of a navy will be broight up in 
due season for full discussion in Congress ; 
and it is presumed, that if the reusult should 
not be honorable to the nation, it will not 
be for the want of that light which able and- 
honorable men may throw upon the subject. 
I return to my characteristic sketches. 


One hardly knows which most to ad- 
mire in the late message, the whimsical 
concern expressed by the President on the 
subject of the accumulations in the treasu- 
ry, or the curious felicity with which he in- 
vents ways and means for disposing of them. 
Hie waves his wand and various remote im- 
ages suddenly present themselves to the eye 
of the anxious financier. ‘ihe “ speck in 
the horizon” rises towardsthe zenith, en- 
larging as it rises, til: it becomes « lixed— 
object of appropriation. Mean time the 
most pressing of all objects, permanent 
defence, is put aside and passes behind the 
scenes., Neither is it the present nor ap- 
proaching accumulations alone that inter- 
est his views; He looks forward even far 
beyond “ the horizon” for surplusses to a- 
rise, “after the extinguishment of the 
whole national debt.” ‘ibis debt according 
to Mr. Gallatin is to be extinguished in 
1821; and the President insists that “ the 
question now comes forward, to what other 
purposes these surpluses shall beapplied :” 
tle proceeds to enumerate a variety of ob- 
jects, connected with our internal af- 
fairs, and ail depending, together with the 
surpiusses Uiemselves, on a thousand con- 
tingencies in the course of fifteen years. 
Really the question dors not now come for- 
ward: It is a wild anticipation. 
other question very naturally comes for- 
turd—-Why reason upon passibilicties, and 
seek fornew and remote objects, while the 
great objects and greet wants of the nation 
are present and palpable? or if, indeed, 
there are no present objects, why not relin- 
guish the revenues and relieve the people 
=o ta sation ? Because, says the Presi lone: 
‘the great mass of ariicles, on which im- 
post 1s p.ld, are fereiyn luxuries purchased 
only by those who are rich enough to afford 
apg id Me ee of them 3” and because 
os HO. DY suppressing tue linpost 
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to give foreign, an advantage over domestic 
manulactures.”” Mighty reasons these for 
keeping on foot heavy duties on commerce 
for the purpose of providing enormous rey- 
enues for certain internal improvements ! 
If imported luxuries sre so odious as to re- 
quire a burthensome impost by way of a sort 
of sumptuary regulation, why should manus 
factured luxuries be so favored? But the 
lmpost is wanted for “ roads, rivers and ca- 
nals ;”” and roads, rivers end cancels are wan. 
ted for the impost. In these oblique views 
of American interests and affairs, these ef. 
forts of ihe imagination, do we not see a 
spice of that Oliverian art, that is seme- 
times iound ailied even to the most scrious 
janalicism. The annual boast of an over- 
lowing wreasury, the perpetually recuiiing 
idea of the rapid extinguishment of the ia 
tional debt, the holding out on all occasions, 
agreeable views of pesce and prosperity, 
the projects of anticipation in favor of in- 
ternal improvements, and the popular 
strokes levelled at foreign luxuries, are a- 
mong the amusing traits, that shew how a 
government may keep the people in good 
humor, while it strengthens its own hands. 

{ would by no means presunic to intimate, 
that the Chief Magistrate of the United 
States is capable of holcing out fulse views, 
for the purpose of deceiving the people and 
betraying their essential rights. _Ne—He 
doubtiess supposes he is contributing to 
their happiness by giving them pleasure. 
The habit of amusing their fency and the 
cheerful smile generally excited by the 
spectacles he exhibits to them may have 
led him to the conclusion, that for a people 
to be happy, it is only necessary that they 
Should think themselves so; that general 
satisfaction and consequent popularity are 
legitimate ends of povernment ; and thet the 
loudest plaudit is the best test of a wise and 
virtuous administration. Indeed there can 
be no doubt that to study the prev.iiin in- 
clinations of the miultiiuce, and to deal out 
to them a profusion of cheap gratificuiions 
is one of the leading duties of modern de- 
mocracy. “The views of men are various 
as to'their own means of felicity.

Some think that the happiness of the state 
remuires an active government, ench,etc 
measures, and an early und vigorous system 
of national defence: others, perhaps the 
majority, may take it to consist in sitting 
with foided arms, waiting for events, gaz- 
ing on the scenes of desolated Europe, re- 
cicving annual congratulations from their 
President, anc repaying them with the In-_ 
cense of idol try. : 
‘Phe forced and premature calculation 
for remote exigencics not conte: plated or 
recognized by the constitution itself, sucn 
as roads, eanals and a national university ; 
objects in themselves meritorious, but cer- 
tainly of minor as well as remecte consc- 
quence, ata time!when present objects of 
more urgent interest press upon his jatten- 
tion, seems tobe one of those iantastic ce- 
Viations from the plain common path, to 
Which the greatest philosophers are some- 
times sudiect. Even without a Navy, the 
public defence must be considerably ex- 
pensive: If we are to have no con and 
of the scaby ships of war, the gun vessels 
and fortiications recommenced must be 
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proportionably more numerous and exten- 
sive : The annual appropriation for these 
must be large indeed, or it will be annual- 
ly sink. Butif'a Navy is to be created, if 
arsenals and military works aye to be erect- 
ed, as preparations for future danger, the 
project of internal improvements wee 
great scale, for the purpose of relieving the 
treasury from its load would seem to be 
wholly impertinent. Are not indeed all re- 
“mote calculations for specific objects, on a 
presumption of — continued undisturbed 
peace, really futile? The President ac- 
knowledges that the state and views of for- 
eizn powers, among themselves and 1p re- 
lation to us, are unsettled and uncertain. 
He knows well that the times in which *we 
live are times of revolution, of extraordinary 
enterprizes, of the spirit of ferocious con- 
quest. He must be satisfied, that tis 
spirit wilfnot rest, untiPthe enormous do- 
minion established on the ruins of Lurope- 
ay empires, bas stretched its dark wings 
over both the Indies. Is this a time to form 
plans for sinking the funds, the treasures 
of the nation in canals and colleges { Who 
will pretend to set bounds to this internal 
expenditure or control its destination ina 
country so new and so immense? If these 
are favorite objects ; [four Atlantic defence 
is to be neglected ; If the pubiic tunds are 
really a burthen, they must be dissipated 
with an unsparing hand. How many mii- 
lions might our Western world of wilder- 
ness swallow up ! How muca precious trea- 
sure, drawn from the Athutic, might be 
buried in the Allegany! Shall we pave 
locks upon the Red-river and the Missouri: 
—\Vho will controul the projects of tiose 
who have once departed frei the line of so- 
ver policy and public security, and who in 
the receipt of immense revenues are yet 
principled against a fail treasury and amas- 
sed national wealth ? Perhaps we ought not 
to In lulse these apprehensions ; but let the 
prudent take care that the public funds, 
tiat are not to be allowed to rest in our cof- 
fers nor to be appropriated heve, do not fing 
too many Channels io the west. We know 
that the brilliant acguisidon of Louisania 
has already dazzled and may bewilder the 
imagination of our philosophic statesmen. 


This double dread of expensive meas- 
ures of defence, and of a fuli treasury. 
scems to furnish a clue to the whole curi- 
ous, ingenious fabric, that occupies the lat- 
ter part of the late messaye. ‘Ehe Presi- 
dent cannot, in his conscicnce, recommend 
a Navy antl other expensive preparations ;

HAVING been appointed a committee 
of correspondence for the Mecical Society 
of the State of New-York, we deem it not 
improper or assuming to address you on the 
present occasion. ‘The time we lust js 
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happily arrived when a good foundation is 
laid tor improvement im medical science. 
It now becomes the duty of the physicians 
in this state, to join their united exertions 
in endeavouring to rear a fabric which may 
be of the greatest importance and useful- 
ness. We certainly have privileges since 
our incorporation which should operate as 
so many powerful incentives to medical in- 
dustry, and which should excite us to give 
that importance to our proiession which 
our country loudly calls ior at, our hands. 
We are strongly impressed with .an idea 
that consegueriice ougit to-be attached to 
the profession of medicine; ¢hae conse- 
quence ought to be raised upon merit, an 
that merit upon the advances we make in 
medical science. It is therefore necessary 


that physicians should pay much attention , 


to reacing, to study and veilecticn, but more 
particuliriy that they should make careful 
and just observations upon the different cis- 
eases which are daily failing. under their 
notice. 

ii becomes our duty to open a corres 
pondeice with the different medical socie- 
ties im uils state, and with such scientilic 
geniienicn as may be of advantage to our 
jutapt institution: Cnder these impres- 
sions und in compliance with our duty, we 
therefore usa the assist.nce of all the medi- 

cul socicties in this state, and of such gentie- 
men whose time and talents enabie them to 
furnish us with imaterias tor buiiding a fa- 
bric, the foundation of which shall be equal 
with time, and the benilits of it diffusive as 
light. We request you, gentlemen, to 
send us such communications upon medi- 
cine and surgery, or any of the auxiliary 
branches of science connected therewith, 
aS you Mey Geeim proper, andas ofien as 
leisure will periit or opportunities present, 
Geological and topograpical descriptions 
of the country in which you reside; histo- 
ries of such diseuses as reign in your par- 
ticular places of residence, together with 
any cases attended with extraordinary 
syinptoms, and the extent, progress and 
method of cure, will be thankfully re- 
ceceived and. condensed by the commitee 
tn such form as to render acompilete med- 
ical history ofour country. By this methed 


‘facts will be preserved from oblivion which 


without it had been wholly lost, and which 
when collected together may form the basis 
of a rational theory. Diseases are suppos- 


_ed by some eminent writers to travel a cer- 


tain round, & by knowing the period of their 
approach we may ve enabled also to know 
their extent and altho’ we cannot entirely 
prevent them we may guard against them 
and lessen their viclence. Histories of the 
medicinal herbs and plants as_ well as the 
mineral waters of our country, willmake a 
valuable part of these collections; and 
finally, essays upon any scientific subject 
connected with the theory or praciice of 
medicine, will be very accepiable.
